A BILL

FOR AN ACT relating to the Motor Vehicle Operator’s License Act;

to amend sections 60-479, 60-495, 60-498, 60-4,113,
60-4,114, 60-4,117, 60-4,118.05, 60-4,121, 60-4,122,
60-4,126, 60-4,127, 60-4,148, 60-4,149, 60-4,151,
60-4,156, 60-4,157, and 60-4,181, Reissue Revised
Statutes of Nebraska, sections 60-484, 60-484.01,
60-490, 60-4,115, 60-4,118, 60-4,119, 60-4,120, 60-4,141,
60-4,142, 60-4,144, 60-4,145, 60-4,149.01, 60-4,150,
and 60-1515, Revised Statutes Cumulative Supplement,
2006, and sections 60-462, 60-463, 60-493, 60-4,120.01,
60-4,123, and 60-4,124, Revised Statutes Supplement,
2007; to define a term; to provide powers for the
Department of Motor Vehicles regarding the design,

production, issuance, payment, and renewal of operators’
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licenses and state identification cards; to eliminate
county issuance of such licenses and cards; to change
fees; to harmonize provisions; and to repeal the original
sections.

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,
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Section 1. Section 60-462, Revised Statutes Supplement,
2007, is amended to read:

60-462 Sections 60-462 to 60-4,188 and sections 2, 4, 5,

7, 8, 9, 10, 13, and 14 of this act shall be known and may be cited

as the Motor Vehicle Operator’s License Act.

Sec. 2. It is the intent of the Legislature that the

department develop, implement, and maintain processes for the

issuance of operator’s licenses and state identification cards

designed to protect the identity of card applicants and holders of

such licenses and cards and reduce identity theft, fraud, forgery,

and counterfeiting to the maximum extent possible with respect to

such licenses and cards. The department shall adopt security and

technology practices to enhance the enrollment, production, data

storage, and credentialing system of such licenses and cards in

order to maximize the integrity of the process.

Sec. 3. Section 60-463, Revised Statutes Supplement,
2007, is amended to read:

60-463 For purposes of the Motor Vehicle Operator’s
License Act, the definitions found in sections 60-463.01 to 60-478

and sections 4 and 5 of this act shall be used.

Sec. 4. Department shall mean the Department of Motor

Vehicles.

Sec. 5. REAL ID Act of 2005 shall mean the federal REAL

ID Act of 2005, Public Law 109-13, as the act existed on the

effective date of this act.
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Sec. 6. Section 60-479, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

60-479 Sections 60-480 to 60-4,111.01 and sections 8, 9,

and 10 of this act and 60-4,182 to 60-4,188 shall apply to any

operator’s license subject to the Motor Vehicle Operator’s License
Act.

Sec. 7. (1) This section applies beginning on an

implementation date designated by the director. The department

shall establish effective procedures to confirm or verify an

applicant’s identity each time his or her operator’s license or

state identification card is renewed or reissued.

(2) If an applicant has images of source documents

on file with the department and no information has changed the

department may conduct renewal or reissuance that is not in

person upon verification that no information of those documents

has changed. If information on those documents has changed, the

applicant shall present new original source documents showing the

change.

(3) Every individual shall have his or her operator’s

license or state identification card renewed in person before

department personnel every other renewal cycle or at least once

every ten years.

Sec. 8. (1) This section applies beginning on an

implementation date designated by the director. All persons

involved in the recording of verified application or operator’s
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license and state identification card information, involved in the

manufacture or production of licenses or cards, or who have the

ability to affect information on such licenses or cards, shall be

subject to a criminal history record information check as provided

in the REAL ID Act of 2005, including a check of prior employment

references, a financial history check, and a lawful status check.

Any person convicted of a disqualifying crime as provided in the

REAL ID Act of 2005 and any rules and regulations adopted and

promulgated pursuant to the act shall not be involved in the

recording of verified application or operator’s license and state

identification card information, involved in the manufacture or

production of licenses or cards, or be involved in any capacity in

which such person would have the ability to affect information on

such licenses or cards. Any employee or prospective employee of the

department shall be provided notice that he or she shall undergo

such criminal history record information check prior to employment

or prior to any involvement with the issuance of operator’s

licenses or state identification cards.

Sec. 9. This section applies beginning on an

implementation date designated by the director. The department

shall retain images of applications, declarations, and source

documents presented by applicants for and holders of operator’s

licenses and identification cards. Such images shall be retained

for 2 minimum of ten years.

Sec. 10. This section applies beginning on an
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implementation date designated by the director. The department

shall apply with the United States Department of Homeland Security

for initial certification of its program for issuing operator’s

licenses and identification cards under the requirements of the

REAL ID Act of 2005. Each year the department shall review its

compliance with the REAL ID Act of 2005 and certify compliance to

the United States Department of Homeland Security.

Sec. 11. Section 60-484, Revised Statutes Cumulative
Supplement, 2006, is amended to read:

60-484 (1) (1) (a) This subsection applies until the

implementation date designated by the director pursuant to

subsection (2) of this section. Except as otherwise provided in

the Motor Vehicle Operator’s License Act, no resident of the State
of Nebraska shall operate a motor vehicle wupon the alleys or
highways of the State of Nebraska until the person has obtained an
operator’s license for that purpose.

connection with the verification of the status of an individual'’s

driving record in this state or any other state, (iii) for purposes

of child support enforcement pursuant to section 42-358.08 or

43-512.06, or (iv) to furnish information regarding an applicant

for or holder of a commercial driver’s license with a hazardous

materials endorsement to the Transportation Security Administration

of the United States Department of Homeland Security or its agent.

(f) (i) Persons eighteen years of age or over applying

for an operator’s license or a state identification card shall

furnish proof of date of birth and identity by presenting at least

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one of the following documents containing a photograph or nonphoto

identity document including full name and date of birth:

(A) A wvalid unexpired United States passport;

(B) Certified copy of a birth certificate issued by

a United States state or local office of public health, wvital

records, vital statistics, or equivalent office;

(C) Consular Report of Birth Abroad issued by the United

States Department of State, Form FS-240, DS-1350, or FS-545;

(D) An unexpired Permanent Resident Card issued by the

United States Department of Homeland Security, Form I-551;

(E) An unexpired employment authorization document (EAD)

issued by the United States Department of Homeland Security, Form

I-766 or Form I-688B;

(F) Unexpired foreign passport with a wvalid unexpired

United States visa affixed;

(G) Certificate of Naturalization issued by the United

States Department of Homeland Security, Form N-550 or Form N-570;

(H) Certificate of Citizenship, Form N-560 or Form N-561;

(I) REAL ID Act of 2005 compliant operator’s license or

identification card issued in compliance with federal requlatory

standards, if accompanied by another document from this list.

(ii) The department shall not accept any foreign

document, other than an official passport, to satisfy a requirement

of this section.

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(iii) Any individual under the age of eighteen vyears

applying for an operator’s license or a state identification

card shall provide proof of identity as provided in subdivision

(2) (£) (i) of this section and shall provide a certified copy of

his or her birth certificate, or other reliable proof of his or

her identity and age accompanied by a certification signed by a

parent or guardian explaining the inability to produce a copy of

such birth certificate. An applicant under eighteen years of age

may provide proof of place of principal residence with an affidavit

from a parent or gquardian. Such applicant may be required to

furnish proof to department personnel that the parent or gquardian

signing the certification is in fact the parent or guardian of such

applicant.

(iv) If an applicant’s name has changed through adoption,

marriage, divorce, court order, or any other reason, the applicant

shall present an original or certified copy of the documents

showing the legal name change before the name can be changed on

the operator’s license or state identification card. The documents

must come from a United States or state-level court or government

agency.

(g) An applicant may present other documents designated

by the director to establish written exceptions as permitted by the

REAL ID Act of 2005.

(3) Beginning on an implementation date designated by

the director, the Department of Motor Vehicles shall be the

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exclusive issuer of operators’ licenses and state identification

cards. All operator’s licenses and state identification cards shall

be processed at locations which are physically secure and comply

with the REAL ID Act of 2005. The department may issue operators’

licenses and state identification cards at regional service centers

throughout the state as prescribed by the director.

Sec. 12. Section 60-484.01, Revised Statutes Cumulative
Supplement, 2006, is amended to read:

60-484.01 (1) This subsection applies until an

implementation date designated by the director, it It is the

intent of the Legislature to authorize the Department of Moteor
Vehieles department to begin issuing operators’ licenses and state
identification cards using digital images and digital signatures
and to allow for electronic renewal of certain operators’ licenses
and state identification cards. The department shall implement such
a digital system.

(2) (a) This subsection applies beginning on an

implementation date designated by the director. The department may

provide for electronic or mail renewal of an operator’s license or

a state identification card as prescribed by the director.

(b) A person who is out of the state at the time of

renewal of his or her operator’s license or state identification

card may apply for and be issued a license or card if the

department has a color digital image of such person and the image

is not over ten vyears old, the department has the appropriate

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documentation on record and there has been no status change in such

documents, and the person pays the fees and surcharge pursuant to

section 60-4,115. The license or card may be issued at any time

within one year after the expiration of the original license. Such

application shall be made to the department, and the department

shall issue the license or card.

(c) A holder of a temporary operator’s license or a

temporary state identification card shall renew his or her license

or card in person.

Sec. 13. (1) Beginning on an implementation date

designated by the director, before being issued any type of

operator’s license or a state identification card under the Motor

Vehicle Operator’s License Act, the department shall require an

applicant to present valid documentary evidence that he or she:

(a) Is a citizen of the United States;

(b) Is an alien lawfully admitted for permanent or

temporary residence in the United States;

(c) Has conditional permanent resident status in the

United States;

(d) Has an approved application for asylum in the United

States or has entered into the United States in refugee status;

(e) Has a wvalid, unexpired nonimmigrant wvisa or

nonimmigrant visa status for entry into the United States;

(f) Has a pending application for asylum in the United

States;

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(g) Has a pending or approved application for temporary

protected status in the United States;

(h) Has approved deferred action status; or

(i) Has a pending application for adjustment of status

to that of an alien law fully admitted for permanent residence in

the United States or conditional permanent resident status in the

United States.

(2) If an applicant for an operator’s license, other

than a commercial driver’s license, or a state identification card

presents evidence under any of subdivisions (1) (e) through (i) of

this section, the department shall only issue an operator’s license

or a state identification card that is temporary. An operator’s

license or a state identification card that is temporary shall be

valid only during the period of time of the applicant’s authorized

stay in the United States or, if there is no definite end to the

period of authorized stay, a period of one year.

(3) An operator’s license or state identification card

that is temporary shall clearly indicate that it is temporary with

a special notation on the front of the license or card and shall

state the date on which it expires.

(4) An operator’s license or state identification card

that is temporary may be renewed only upon presentation of

valid documentary evidence that the status by which the applicant

qualified for the operator’s license or state identification card

that is temporary has been extended by the Secretary of Homeland

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Security.

Sec. 14. Beginning on an implementation date designated

by the director, before issuing any operator’s license or state

identification card under the Motor Vehicle Operator’s License

Act, the department may verify, with the issuing agency, the

issuance, validity, and completeness of each document required to

be presented by a person pursuant to section 60-484 and section 13

of this act.

Sec. 15. Section 60-490, Revised Statutes Cumulative
Supplement, 2006, is amended to read:

60-490 (1) Operators’ licenses issued to persons required
to use bioptic or telescopic lenses as provided in section 60-4,118
shall expire annually on the licensee’s birthday feor all such
licenses issued prior to January 1, 2007, and on the licensee’s
birthday in the second year after issuance; unless specifically
restricted to a shorter renewal period as determined under section
60-4,118. -, for all such licenses issued on or after January 1,
2007

(2) Except for state identification cards issued to

persons less than twenty-one years of age and state identification

cards that are temporary pursuant to section 13 of this act, all

state identification cards expire on the cardholder’s birthday in
the fifth year after issuance. A state identification card issued
to a person who is less than twenty-one years of age expires on his

or her twenty-first birthday or on his or her birthday in the fifth

(3) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (1) of
this section, and section 60-4,147.05, and except for operators’
licenses issued to persons less than twenty-one years of age,

and operator’s licenses that are temporary pursuant to section

Vehicle Operator’s License Act expire on the licensee’s birthday
in the fifth year after issuance. An operator’s license issued
to a person less than twenty-one years of age expires on his or
her twenty-first birthday. Except as otherwise provided in section

renewal notice for each operator’s license at least thirty days
before the expiration of the operator’s license.

(4) (a) The expiration date shall be stated on each
operator’s license or state identification card.

(b) Except as otherwise provided in section 60-4,147.05,
licenses and state identification cards issued to persons who are
twenty-one years of age or older which expire under this section
may be renewed within a ninety-day period before the expiration
date. Any person who is twenty-one years of age or older and who
is the holder of a valid operator’s license or state identification
card may renew his or her license or card prior to the ninety-day
period before the expiration date on such license or card if such
applicant furnishes proof that he or she will be absent from the

state during the ninety-day period prior to such expiration date.

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(c) A person who is twenty years of age may apply for an
operator’s license or a state identification card within sixty days
prior to his or her twenty-first birthday. The operator’s license
or state identification card may be issued within ten days prior to
such birthday.

(d) A person who is under twenty years of age and who
holds a state identification card may apply for renewal within a
ninety-day period prior to the expiration date.

Sec. 16. Section 60-493, Revised Statutes Supplement,
2007, is amended to read:

60-493 (1) (a) Until the implementation date designated by

the director pursuant to section 60-484, when When a person applies

for an operator’s license or state identification card, the county
treasurer or examiner of the Department of Motor Vehicles shall
distribute a brochure provided by an organ and tissue procurement
organization and approved by the Department of Health and Human
Services containing a description and explanation of the Uniform
Anatomical Gift Act to each person applying for a new or renewal
license or card.

(b) Beginning on the implementation date designated by

the director pursuant to section 60-484, when a person applies

for an operator’s license or state identification card, personnel

of the Department of Motor Vehicles shall distribute a brochure

Sec. 17. Section 60-495, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:

60-495 (1) The director shall adopt and promulgate such
rules and regulations and prepare and furnish all forms and
information necessary to carry out sections 60-493 to 60-495,
71-4802, and 71-4804.

(2) The Organ and Tissue Donor Awareness and Education
Fund is created. The county +treasurer shall remit all £funds
contributed under sections 60-484, 60-4,144, and 60-4,181 +to +he
State Treasurer for ecredit to the fund- The Department of Health
and Human Services shall administer the Organ and Tissue Donor
Awareness and Education Fund for the promotion of organ and

tissue donation. The department Department of Health and Human

Services shall use the fund to assist organizations such as

60-4,113 In (1) Until the implementation date designated

by the director pursuant to section 60-484, in and for each county

in the State of Nebraska, the director shall appoint as his or
her agents one or more examiners who shall examine all applicants
for an operator’s license as provided in section 60-4,114 except

as otherwise provided in subsection (8) of section 60-4,122. The
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director may, in his or her discretion, also appoint one or more
examining officers with similar powers as are set forth in section
60-4,114. The same examiner may be assigned to one or more counties
by the director. Each county shall furnish office space for the
administration of the operator’s license examination.

60-1515 (1) The Legislature hereby finds and declares
that a statewide system for the collection, storage, and transfer
of data on vehicle titles and registration and the cooperation
of state and local government in implementing such a system is
essential to the efficient operation of state and local government
in vehicle titling and registration. The Legislature hereby finds

and declares that the electronic issuance of operators’ licenses
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and state identification cards using a digital system as described
in section 60-484.01 and +the <cooperation of state and leoeal
government in implementing such a system 1is essential to the
efficient operation of state and loeal government in issuing
operators’ licenses and state identification cards.

(2) It is therefor the intent of the Legislature that
the Department of Motor Vehicles shall use a portion of the fees

and surcharges appropriated by the Legislature to the Department of

Motor Vehicles Cash Fund as follows:

(a) To pay for the cost of issuing motor vehicle titles
and registrations on a system designated by the department. The
costs shall include, but not be limited to, software and software
maintenance, programming, processing charges, and equipment
including such terminals, printers, or other devices as deemed
necessary by the department after consultation with the county to
support the issuance of motor vehicle titles and registrations. The
costs shall not include the cost of county personnel or physical
facilities provided by the counties;

(b) To furnish to the counties the certificate of
registration forms specified in section 60-390. The certificate
of registration form shall be prescribed by the department;

(c) To pay for the costs of an operator’s license system
as specified in sections 60-484.01 and 60-4,119 and designated
by the department. The costs shall be limited to such terminals,

printers, software, programming, and other equipment or devices as
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deemed necessary by the department to support the issuance of such
licenses and state identification cards in the counties and by the
department; and

(d) To pay for the motor vehicle insurance data base
created under section 60-3,136.
